2 hope so because telling the whole 
tale again would cost me a fortune 
in air-mail stamps.

Visas finally ironed themselves out. 
i did practically the whole country 
before I finally got through all the 
necessary red tape, But it was 
ewell never-the-less. It was cold 
as the north pole and plenty of 
snow in Berne and Zurich, but I 
dept warm by eating constantly 
and plentifully, After three months 
aft near-starving (relatively 
speaking) in Paris, Switzerland 
with all its sugar cream, meat, 
cheese and chocolate was paradise, 
2 had beefsteaks three times a day 
and coffee with sugar and ercam 
every half hour. All Switzerland ts 
blacked out after 10 at night and 
certain manufactured articles of 
clothing can’t be bought without 
tation cards, but aside from these 
mindr restrictions everything is 
quite normal, The Swiss are lucky 
to have kept out of this mess thug 
far, 

One morning at about 630 T 
boarded a train from Lausanne 
which took me all the way to Bel- 
grade, Yugoslavia, Two days and 
two nights on the train--a dining 
tar and sleeper~ through the Swiss 
Alps into Italy and all the way 
across northern Italy from Milan 
to Trieste and then into Yugoslavia 
where there was no more blackout. 
What a relief to see Hirhts again, 
to sce soldiers that were neither 
Nazi nor Faseisct and to know tha: 
there were mo food restrictions.

It is not true that bats are blind. 
But scientists have often wondered 
how bats can fly in the pitch dark 
of caves and other haunts without 
bumping into things. Recently two 
Harvard scientists, Dr. Robert Ga- 
jambos and Donald R. Griffin, pro- 
vided the answer. Bats fly by ear. 

With a special saund device, the 
scientists found that flying bats ut- 


ter supersonic cries when flying, 


well above the human ear’s range 


of 20,000 vibrations «a second.

with strung wires, the bats flew 
perfectly, even when blindfolded.

skyscraper modern buildings, neon 
signs and all thé appearance of 2& 
big European city. And the Serb 
soldiers and the most impressive 
looking uniformed ereatures I’ve 
een anywhere, Quite by chance I 
found some New York Times news- 
paper men I'd known in Paris ho 
toured me around the city, other- 
wise I'd have been lost trying te 
get around without knowing th? | 
language. I tried English, French 
and Germanon the uatives but 
they only looked blank. Even sign 
language doesn't work here in the 
Balicang, 

That night I took another sleeper 
to Sofia, Bulgaria, which contin- 
ved right on to Istanbul without a 
change. Thanks to a queer assort- 
ment of Swiss, English, Germans 
{the two latter ignored each other 

benulifully) and a couple of Arabs 
end Bulgarians the 3 night and 4 
day train ride wasn't dull although 
the seenery in Yugoslavia isn't 
much to rave about, Aside from 
the fact that military and custom 
officers were always poking their 
noses into our bags we had no un- 
nleasantness whatever and none of 
the uncertainty of a boat trip 
throurh the Mediterranean these 
davs. Believe it or not. we crossed 
n lithe strip of Greek territory 
about 12 M on the third nigh: 
whieh pave us a Httle thrill, The 
train crawled along at a snails 
neee stopping every mile or so for 
a thorough inspection by nice 
Greek officers who were looking 
for inecormito Italians.
